"To the Senate of the United States: 


I submit for the consideration of the Senate a treaty of commerce 
and navigation, together with a separate and secret article, concluded 
at Constantinople on the 7th day of May last, and signed by Charles 
Rhind, James Biddle, and David Offley, as commissioners on the part 
of the United States, and by Mahommed Hamed, Reis Effendi, on the 
part of the Sublime Porte. 

The French versions, herewith transmitted, and accompanied by 
copies and English translations of the same, are transcripts of the orig- 
inal translations from the Turkish, signed by the commissioners of the 
United States, and delivered to the Government of the Sublime Porte. 

The paper in Turkish is the original, signed by the Turkish plenipo- 
tentiary, and delivered by him to the American commissioners. Of 
this a translation into the English language, and believed to be correct, 
is likewise transmitted.

But inasmuch as this is believed. to be the first 
case since the peace of the promotion of a sailing-master to be a lieu- 
tenant over the heads of the past midshipmen, they deem it to be their 
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duty to bring the subject specially to the view of the Senate, in order to 
obtain a decision which may serve as a precedent in future cases. 

In the early history of the Navy it was found necessary to appoint 
sailing-masters to lieutenancies, and during the late war a few cases 
oceurred of such promotions as a reward for extraordinary gallantry in 
battle. But since the better organization of the Navy the rule has been 
invariably adhered to of confining these promotions to the midshipmen 
who have been duly examined and found qualified for promotion; and 
indeed it has been found expedient in many cases to employ past mid- 
shipmen as sailing-masters. These officers are in most cases old sailors, 
haviug great skill in seamanship, but not qualified by education or hab- 
its for promotion in the line; and it is believed by the committee that 
the example of such a promotion (except in time of war, for extraordi- 
nary services) would be in its tendency injurious to the discipline of the 
service. It is better that an individual as meritorious as Mr. Ferris is 
represented to be should remain in his present station than that a door 
should be opened to the practice of introducing sailing-masters into the 
higher grades of the Navy. f 

With these views of the subject, the committee submit the case of 
Sailing-Master Ferris to the consideration of the Senate.
